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Footbinding and Why Women Acf Crazy 


.Somefimes

Why would 75 generations of women 
systematically maim, disfigure and render 
useless one of the most important parts of 
their body 一 their feet? The binding of 
Womenm's feet was one of the more curious 
and long lasting traditions in old China. 

The issue of footbinding has come up 
recentiy Over the Florsheim ad controversy， 
covered in this week's paper, and again 
with the Bay Area premiere of Arthur 
Dong's new film about footbinding, Lotus， 
at the Asian Art Museum, April 14，7 pm. 

Footbinding wasn't just the wrapping 
tighty of the foot 一 让 was the bending 
under and breaking of the four small toes 
on each foot，Sometimes toes fell off from 
gangrene. The goal was to achieve 3 
perfectly squashed up foot no longer than 
three inches 一 three inches is the width of 
a3x3card. 

The bound: foot was euphemistically 
called a lotus because the shape of the 
deformed limb bore a resemblance to that 

flower. It was mainly a custom of the rich， 
although, as the practice gained popularity， 
middle class and poor woman also bound 
their feet but not as tightiy. Women with 
rigidly bound, tiny feet could not be 
expected to perform any household or 
farming chores. The practice was further 
reinforced by the desire of well-to-do 
families to have daughters-in-law with 
small feet The eroticism of seeing a lotus 
without it's bindings was a major compo- 
nent to that practice. Refusal to bind a 
daughter's feet meant condemning her to 3 
life without a future. A well-bound pair of 
feetcould make up for defects in a young 
woman's facial features. 

Footbinding was not without it S 
critics. The Manchus attempted to ban the 
custom as early as 1642, promising heavy 
penalties for its practice. However the 
prevailing attitude that tiny feet were SignsS 
of beauty, gentility and desirability 
persisted. Although early reformist move- 
ments by women in the late 19 由 century 
had some impact, the custom wasn ttruly 
ended until several years after the 1912 
revolution changed China from a monarchy 
to a republic. 

Why did the custom persist despite the 
extreme pain and discomfort ii caused girls 
and women?2 Because footbinding repre- 
sented the ultimate in the subjugation of 

women. It restricted movement and 
therefore independence. It rendered the 
females dependent on their husbands. 
omen with bound-feet tended to wajk in 
small mincing steps with their hips Swaying 


and the impact was to make the buttocks 
larger and more sexually attracuve. im 3 
nutshell it existed because men loved 芋 
and women 3accepted it. 

Even in this day and age of alleged 
female liberation, the remnants of attitudes 
which allowed footbindings” perpetuation 
still exisL Women still dress to please men， 
regardless of discomfort and impracticality. 
High heel shoes, which not only restrict the 
feet and hamper mobility but also cause 
back problems, are still a required item in 
most women's wardrobes. The length of a 
woman's foot in high heels appears much 
shorter and therefore more pleasing. 


Images popularized by movies and 
television continue to depict women 3S 
helpless and needing rescue. How many 
time have you seen a female character fall 
down When she's running away from 3 
threat2 What clutzes! For every Strong 
woman role model (can younarme one?) 
there are dozens more weak, helpless 
women looking for that man who can take 
care of her. 

So what's wrong with that? Reality 
just doesn't match the male-female 
mythology. A woman who has been 
brought up to“need”a man may Suddenly 
find herself alone, Or worse, with two OF 
three kids to support 一 by herself， What 
happens then2 In the case of the lotus- 
footed woman in China, she was cast aside. 
When invaders came, She could neither 
escape nor rescue her children. In some 
cases, bandits would rape the woman and 
then cut off her tiny feet as SOuvenirs. 

Girls being brought up today are given 
two very conflicting messages, one from 3 
projected ideal 一 “You can become 
anything you want to become and be 
independent”and the other spanning 
centuries of tradition 一 “Make Sure yoOuU 
stay feminine and attractive to men OF 
you'll never get married.”In China， it waS 
easy, either you followed 纪 or youbecame 
a social outcast. Accept fate. 

The schizophrenic nature of what is 
expected of moderm women has created 
schizophrenic women. 


We expect men to be“strong” and then 
we criticize them for not showing their 
feelings. We want to be viewed as equal 
partners and yet we look down on men who 
earn less than their wives. We try to be 
loving, nurturing, tough, strong, intelligent 
and independent What we also often end 
up being is alone， 

Even as we reject the image of the 
helpless tiny-footed woman being carried 


by her man, we aren'treconciled the fact 
that to stand on OUr Own twWo feeb we may 
have to do it by ourselves. 

And while girls and women struggle 
with the dilemma of changing and conflict- 
ing values of who we are and who we 
should be, men need to take up the chal- 
lenge just as diligentty， Of course many 
men have not or will not admit that their 
own perceptions must change also. These 
are the guys who seek meek, feminine 
brides from other countries (notably Asian) 
in search of that“lotus”mentality. What

The two main candidates are Jchn 
Burton, who servedin SF"s 16th Assembly 
Seat from 1964-74 and in the US House of 
Representatives from 74- 82, and Roberta 
Achtenberg,apolitical newcomer and civil 
fghts 1awyer. 

In interviews with the two candidates， 
both have similar perspectves on Asiamn 
American issues. This is not a Surprise， 
giventhefactthatthetwoareliberal Demo- 
crats. 有 oOwever，3S 3 veteran politician， 
Burton ls running on a long and extensive 
record，while Achtenberg iS espousing 
“new politics.” 


JOHN BURTON 

The late Phillip Burton, John Burton's 
brother and a Political power broker，was 
main architectindrawingupCongressional 
districts which some minority leaders have 
criticized for dividing up their political 
power bases，The Richmond districb for 
example, is in a district separate from Ghi- 
natown in both the US Congress and the 
California Assembly. When asked whether 
theChinese American community has been 
gerrymandered,Burtonreplied， “Thefactis 
nobody had any idea where the movement 
of the Chinese community was going to be: 
It went from Chinatown to Richmond and 
now the Sunset and basically the entire 
city. "Burton, 54, did say that if elected, he

When discussing the issue, Burton was 
very critical of the Chinese American 
Democratic Club (CADC),who feltthatthe 
candidates stands onTeapportionment was 
adeciding factor forendorsing Achtenberg 
rather than Burton. 

“They (CADC) have become increas- 
ingly irrelevant to the concerns of the com- 
munity，Since they"ve gotten involved in 
theirown intramural politics,”said Burton 
who noted that CADC was the only demo- 
cratic club, besides the gay/lesbian clubs， 
not to endorse him. 

He went on to Say, “Some people feel 
that a deal has been made that if [former 
Supervisorial candidateandSF Community 
College member] Julie (Tang) runs again 
for office, then she:ll get the support of the 
gay community.” 

Several other Asian American groups 
are Supporting Burton. Melanie Blum, an 
aide to Burton, named Chinese Americans 
for Responsible Government，Chinese 
American Citizens Alliance，Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce, Chinese Consoli- 
dated Benevolent Association，Filipino 
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American Democratic Club，Korean 
American Democratic Club, Vietnamese 
American Action Committee and the 
Southeast Aslan Chamberof Commerce. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

Burton proudly cited hisrecord of ac- 
complishments with the Asian American 
community. “While in CongresSIhelped 
ensureanaccuratecountof Asian Ameri- 
cans in the 1980 census. IsSupported leg- 
islation that got Asian programming on 
cable TV.” 

He pointed to obtaining federal funds 
to renovate Chinese Hospital and getting 
Supplementary Security Income and stu- 
dentloansforpermanentresidents,which 
aidedmanynew immigrants.Burton also 
mentioned his influence on Judge Harry 
Low:'S appointment to federal court. 

Burton, a Supporter of bilingual edu- 
Cation, has been responsible for legisla- 
tion that Chinese be used in the class- 
IO00m. Concerning education，Burton 
proposes thatschoolimprovementbonds， 
which now require approval by two- 
thirds of local voters，be passed by a 
Simple majority. 

” Burton has also called for more state 
funds to finance AIDS education pro- 
grams in 9F's minority communities and 
care for AIDS patients. 


On legislation requiring the collection of 
dataoncrimes motivatedby prejudice, which 
Achtenberg Supports, Burton said,“I would 
haveto seethebill first.One definition ofthe 
bill is merely advocacy，which is protected 
under the constitution. I it'*s concerning 
crimes aimed atsomebody andcommitted by 
SOmebody because of Specific sexual orracial 
Teasons, that could wejll be Supported.” 

Concerning the lack of people of color in
